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Airport report outlines timetables for projects

Romulus city officials re- 
cently received a status report 
from Director of Airports 
Robert Braun on Detroit Met- 
ropolitan Wayne County Air- 
port property acquisition. 

The report was prepared by 
Thomas McCarthy, director of 
special projects for the airport 
expansion project. Braun also 
informed city officials he hopes 
to begin a land acquisition 
program for noise mitigation in 
1991. 

“In 1992, the airport plans on 
completing the acquisition that 
was started in 1991, as well as 


continuing with noise mitiga- 
tion property acquisition,” 
Braun said. 

Within the report, McCarthy 
addressed the status of each 
project and the projected 
timetables. 

“In order to obtain the per- 
mission of the principal proper- 
ty owner whose trees were ob- 
structing the clear zone, the 
county agreed to acquire a 29- 
acre parcel of property situ- 
ated just south of Eureka Road 
on the west side of Wayne 
Road,” McCarthy said. 

After obtaining two indepen- 
dent appraisals, as well as a re- 
view appraisal, McCarthy said 
the fair market value of the 


property was determined to be 
$1,335 million. 

On Jan. 18, 1991, the county 
authorized the commencement 
of condemnation proceedings 
to acquire ownership of the 29- 
acre parcel. The condemnation 
complaint was filed in the 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
Feb. 2, 1991. It was anticipated 
the county would obtain title to 
the property by March 1991, 
according to McCarthy. 

“County officials deter- 
mined, after extensive discus- 
sion with Sumpter Township 
officials and citizens, that the 
county would acquire approx- 
imately 500 acres of property in 
Sumpter Township and create 


wetlands,” McCarthy said. 
“As part of the project, the new 
wetlands will include the crea- 
tion of a nature wetland park at 
the site. The county’s consul- 
tants are proceeding with the 
work necessary for the wet- 
lands project.” 

McCarthy pointed out there 
are several outstanding issues 
concerning MDNR permit con- 
ditions and the wetland mitiga- 
tion process. 

“Not withstanding the re- 
solution of these issues with the 
MDNR, the county is proceed- 
ing with acquiring the prop- 
osed wetland property by July 
1991 , ” McCarthy said. “Funds 
will be required to pay for the 


property at that time. 

“Commonwealth has com- 
mitted to the acquisition of the 
property within six months of 
its notice to proceed for a fee of 
$110,500. Assuming March 1, 
1991, notice to proceed for Com- 
monwealth, it is reasonable to 
assume that the property for 
this project can be acquired by 
September 1991. 

“Due to the size of the ac- 
quisition, we have decided to 
acquire the property in two 
phases. The first phase totals 
41 parcels of vacant and single- 
family residential property. 
The second phase will be the 
remaining 30 parcels which are 
mostly commercial and light 


industrial property.” 

The acquisition of Phase One 
is underway, according to 
McCarthy. 

“The Farbman/Stein con- 
tract required their services be 
completed within 18 months,” 
McCarthy said. “However, in 
order to acquire the property 
as expeditiously as possible, 
we have established an initial 
timetable for making offers on 
the Phase One property by May 
1991 and the Phase Two proper- 
ty in September 1991. 

“Under this schedule, title to 
the property will be established 
June 1991 for Phase One and 
October 1991 for Phase Two.” 


Master Plan lists 
improvements

Duwayne Martin, director of 
Romulus parks and recreation, 
presented councilmembers 
with a proposed Recreation 
Master Plan May 13, which is 
targeted to be approved May 
28. 

Martin, along with the re- 
creation staff and commission, 
outlined specific reasons for 
preparing a comprehensive 
Recreation Master Plan which 
include: 

• Identifying the short- and 
long-term recreation needs 
within the community and de- 
velop policy plans and prog- 
rams to address these needs. 

• Preparing a capital im- 
provement budget with speci- 
fic projects to be implemented 
over a five-year period. 

• To qualify the Recreation 
Commission to apply for re- 
creation funding programs 
available through the State of 
Michigan. 

Romulus is described within 
the Recreation Master Plan as 
being strongly influenced by 
the presence of the Detroit Met- 
ropolitan Wayne County Air- 
port, which occupies about 
5,000 acres of land in the center 
of the city. 

The presence of the airport 
has resulted in the uneven dis- 
tribution of dwelling units 
throughout the community. 

The greatest period of 
growth for Romulus occurred 
between the 1950s and 1960s. 
The pace of population has now 
leveled off considerably. 

Future growth in the city will 
depend on a number of factors, 
according to the Recreation 
Master Plan which includes: 

• The amount of land avail- 
able for home sites that are not 
unfavorably impacted by the 
airport. 


• The image of the city as a 
place to live. 

• The ability of the city to 
attract a much greater percen- 
tage of its work force to both 
live and work in Romulus. 

Romulus has few naturally 
occurring physical assets such 
as water features or changes in 
topography that readily lend 
themselves to recreation acti- 
vities, according to the Recrea- 
tion Master Plan. 

Residential uses in Romulus 
occupy 2,200 acres of land or 9.5 
percent of the city. The Master 
Land Use Plan envisions the 
expansion of residential land 
and projects the eventual use of 
5,640 acres for residential pur- 
poses at capacity develop- 
ment. 

The Recreation Master Plan 
lists several other goals for the 
neighborhood, community and 
administration. Within the 
Master Plan is also a compre- 
hensive list of improvements 
needed for various areas which 
include: 

• Neighborhood parks - 
Undertake a comprehensive 
program of upgrading existing 
neighborhood park sites to in- 
clude new equipment and faci- 
lities. Acquire new neighbor- 
hood park sites to meet antici- 
pated future recreation needs 
in conjunction with new re- 
sidential development prop- 
osals. 

• Community parks - Ex- 
pand the range of activities at 
each of the two community 
park sites, with an emphasis on 
establishing Elmer Johnson 
Park as the centerpiece and 
focal point of the city recrea- 
tion system. 

• Nonresident recreation - 
Require recreation and open 
space facilities to be provided 
in conjunction with the de- 
velopment of the Metro World 
Centre.

Romulus councilmembers 
approved May 13 the transfer 
of employment of Batten De- 
sign and Engineering Service 
Inc. at 27554 Wick Road to Van 
Buren Township 
BDES officials requested the 
transfer in anticipation of re- 
ceiving a tax abatement on a 
new facility, according to City 
Clerk Linda Choate 
BDES officials originally 
approached councilmembers 
in October 1990 seeking a tax 
abatement, according to 
Romulus Assessment Director 
Matthew Raftary 
“At that time, they were con- 
sidering moving into an ex 


isting building in the Metro Air- 
port Center that would be 
adapted to their needs,” Raf- 
tary said. “It was their goal to 
move closer to their clients 
while not moving too far to in- 
convenience their employees.” 

Thomas Valen. vice presi- 
dent and general manager of 
BDES. informed councilmem- 
bers the current location on 
Wick is not large enough to 
accommodate BDES 

“Because that facility does 
not provide shop area and is not 
expandable, we began sear- 
ching for a new location in 
which to construct a new inte- 
grated facility,” Valen said 
One of our main criteria in 
selecting a new site w as to gain 
better proximity to our prim- 


ary customers.” 

The most important custom- 
er to BDES is the Ford Motor 
Co. Rawsonville Plant in Ypsi- 
lanti Township. 

“W'hile greater accessibility 
w as important to us, we did not 
want to move so far west so as 
to inconvenience our work 
force,” Valen said. “Weighing 
both of these considerations, 
we sought a location some- 
where between our existing 
facility and the Rawsonville 
Plant, preferably along Inter- 
state-275.” 

Valen explained the com- 
pany intends to defray the sub- 
stantial costs associated with 
the new* facility by applying for 
real and personal property tax 
abatement. 






Legislator named 
to hall of fame

A 19-year veteran of the state 
legislature was inducted into 
the Michigan Education Hall of 
Fame in a May 16 ceremony in 
Lansing. 

Rep. William R. Keith (D- 
Garden City) is the third legis- 
lator upon whom the highest 
honor in state public education 
has been bestowed. 

“This is not only a great hon- 
or for me, but also for the dis- 
trict/' Keith said. “It is also a 
very special honor 'to be one of 
only three legislators who have 
received this honor/* 

Induction into the hall of 
fame has special meaning for 
Keith because he is a product of 
special programs. 

“In my early schooling, I 
spent two years in a special 
program because of a learning 
disability and ill health. I also 
graduated from Wilbur Wright 
Vocational School in Detroit in 
1948,“ Keith said. “It seems we 
have come full circle, and 
we’re looking at establishing 


programs like those at Wilbur 
Wright 

He noted college preparatory 
courses often have replaced 
vocational programs, and yet, 
not all high school students 
have gone on to college. The re- 
sult is many students do not 
have adequate job skills or 
training to make them employ- 
able. 

Keith recalled Wilbur Wright 
as a year-round school where 
students alternated between 
two weeks of on-the-job train- 
ing and attended school for two 
weeks. It was what we today 
would call a school of choice be- 
cause students from all over 
Detroit applied for the technic- 
al programs. Students who did 
not keep up the standards set 
by the vocational school would 
be returned to their district 
high school the following term. 

“I don’t know why we aban- 
doned the concept, but it seems 
that we are taking another look 
at it now,” Keith said. “Among 
all of the issues I’ll be working 
on, the foremost project will be 
the total reorganization of the 
vocational education delivery

system. Not just welding and 
auto mechanics, but training in 
a variety of careers like 
marketing and journalism.** 

Keith said the changes in the 
vocational education system 
are being prompted by the dis- 
satisfaction of industrial and 
commercial employees who 
are complaining students are 
not trained or qualified for 
jobs. 

“I’ve spent a good six months 
developing plans for vocational 
education. My work now will be 
to develop legislation to imple- 
ment the 2000 Vision Plan for 
vocational education/’ Keith 
said.

Romulus councilmembers 
are considering adopting an 
ordinance which would control 
the use of intoxicants and other 
controlled substances at open 
house parties in the city. 

On May 13, councilmembers 
approved the introduction of 
the ordinance. Police Chief 
Fred Dansby recommended 
the ordinance to Mayor Bever- 
ly McAnally and councilmem- 
bers. 

“I feel that this will give the 
police department another tool 
to work with,” Dansby said. 
“These types of parties are be- 
coming more popular each 
year and pose a problem for the 
department.” 

The ordinance, if adopted, 
would read as follows: 

• Romulus City Council finds 
the uncontrolled use of intox- 
icants and other controlled sub- 
stances by minors creates so- 
cial problems in many com- 
munities throughout the na- 
tion, including within 
Romulus. 


• The use of intoxicants and 
other controlled substances by 
minors can have deleterious 
effects on those minors as well 
as on the general public, in- 
cluding personal injuries and 
property damage caused by 
people operating motor vehi- 
cles while under the influence 
of intoxicants or other control- 
led substances. 

• The Romulus City Council 
finds adult regulation of open 
house parties could significant- 
ly reduce the problems associ- 
ated with the abuse of intox- 
icants and other controlled sub- 
stances by minors. 

• The regulation of such open 
house parties by adults can be 
achieved by the acceptance of 
responsibility for such open 
house parties by adult owners, 
renters or occupants in control 
of premises where such parties 
occur. 

The ordinance also covers 
hotels and motels. Coun- 
cilmembers must approve the 
first and second reading of the 
ordinance before it becomes 
adopted. 


City health officials 
to submit report

plained under the guidelines of 
the Romulus Code of Ordi- 
nances, a public hearing must 
be staged in reference to the 
demolitions and a recom- 
mendation of the board hearing 
the matter must be forwarded 
to councilmembers for final 
approval. 

The duties of the hearing 
officer are as follows: 

• Will be appointed by the 
mayor to serve at the pleasure 
of the mayor. 

• The chief building inspec- 
tor will file a copy of the notice 
of the dangerous condition of 
any building with the hearing 
officer. 

• At any hearing staged, the 
hearing officer will take testi- 
mony of the chief building in- 
spector, the owner of the prop- 
erty and any other interested 
party. The hearing officer will 
then render his/her decision 
either closing the proceedings 
or ordering the building to be 
demolished. 

• It will be up to the hearing 
officer to determine whether 
the building or structure should 
be demolished or otherwise 
made safe, fixing a time in the 
order for the owner or party in 
interest to comply. 

• If the ouner or party in in- 
terest fails to appear or neg- 
lects or refuses to comply with 
the order, the hearing officer 
will file a report of the findings 
and a copy of the order with the 
city council and request the 
necessary action he taken to 
demolish or otherwise make 
safe the building or structure 


Romulus Adolescent Health 
Care officials compiled facts 
and figures for a semi-annual 
report to be submitted to the 
Michigan Department of Pub- 
lic Health. 

The report covers a period 
from Oct. 1, 1990, to April 30, 
1991. 

On March 30, 1990, the Romu- 
lus AHC first opened. Since 
that time, the center has grown 
and increased its ability to pro- 
vide accessible and compre- 
hensive health services to the 
residents of the Romulus 
School District. 

In January 1990, the school 
board approved a resolution to 
lower the age of eligibility to 10 
years old, which enabled the 
Center to help youngsters in the 
elementary schools as well as 
the junior and high schools. 

About 632 patients visited the 
Health Center at the Romulus 
High School between Septem- 
ber 1990 and March 30, 1991. Ab- 
out 55 percent of the patients 
are male, 60 percent are white 
and 37 percent are black. 

An average of 50 percent of 
the patients have no health in- 
surance. The other 50 percent 
of the patients use Medicaid, 
Blue Cross, private insurers 
and HMOs. 

More than half of the patients 
visited the Center for general 
medical care. A large number 
of the patients access the ser- 
vices on a drop-in basis. 


General medical services in- 
clude school and sports physic- 
als, gynecological cheek-ups, 
pregnancy testing and im- 
munizations. Another 10 per- 
cent are for mental health ser- 
vices and counseling. 

The Health Center recently 
received a grant from the Skill- 
man Foundation to hire a men- 
tal health counselor at the Cen- 
ter. Although the grant was 
effective Jan. 1, 1991, delays 
with the contractual arrange- 
ment through Heritage Hospit- 
al have kept the Center from 
being able to hire the coun- 
selor. 

Negotiations with Heritage 
Hospital-Oakwood Health Sys- 
tems has enabled the hospital 
to bring all Center employees 
(except the medical director) 
on staff at the hospital. 

The agreement with Coun- 
terpoint has enabled the Center 
to offer substance abuse pre- 
vention counseling to the 
clients. That project also 
allows the Center to provide 
peer counselor training for 18 
students in the Center. 

The peer counselors will be 
trained and then used through 
the Center with the oversight of 
the mental health counselor 
and the center program 
director. 

Anticipated grant funding in- 
cludes: 

• Funding for teen pregnan- 
cy prevention initiative focus- 
ing on providing expanded life 
options to the teens. 


Schools give help 
to president’s men

Romulus Community 
Schools representatives and 
officials from the Romulus 
Ramada Inn joined forces ear- 
lier this month to provide 
transportation and lodging for 
the secret servicemen who pre- 
ceded and accompanied Presi- 
dent George Bush during his 
brief visit. 

Kim Montambo, sales mana- 
ger for Ramada Inn, had no 
problem organizing rooms for 
125 secret servicemen and pro- 
viding transportation to and 
from the airport, she said. She 
has worked with government 
agents before. 

“We set up some specials for 
the servicemen,” Montambo 
said. “They had a number of 
briefings to attend, but we 
managed to have everything 


run smoothly. 

“Getting them back and 
forth to the airport wasn’t too 
bad because some had their 
own transportation since they 
arrived at a different airport, 
Willow Run Airport.” 

The Romulus Community 
Schools became involved 
through Ed Clark, director of 
Partnerships for Education. 
Clark contacted John Hady- 
nick, transportation director 
for Romulus Community 
Schools, who in turn lined up 
buses to maneuver the secret 
service to the University of 
Michigan, where Bush was giv- 
ing a speech. 

“Our role was to contact the 
superintendent’s office to get 
approval for using the buses,” 
Clark said. “This was a once in 
a lifetime opportunity. It took a 
lot of coordination between the 
businesses and schools.” 
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Illegal boxing draws crowds

After two afternoons of unin- 
terrupted, reportedly unautho- 
rized boxing and alleged gamb- 
ling activities in Penn Park, a 
force of about 30 members of 
the Inkster Auxiliary Police 
last Thursday took over the 
park and prohibited the orga- 
nizers from staging any more 
fights. 

The show-of-force by police 
knocked out the boxing card 
that had drawn huge crowds 
into the park the preceding 
night. Among the crowd were 
beer-drinkers, gamblers and 
drug dealers, according to indi- 
viduals attending the event and 
a video tape recording. 

The boxing programs were 
the results of an “earnest 
grass-root effort by the neigh- 
borhood so that we could get 
the kids off the streets,” said 
Michael Byrd, one of the orga- 
nizers who officiates basket- 
ball games for the city recrea- 
tion program. 

“The numbers showed that 
there is a great interest in acti- 
vities of this sort, and it is 
amazing to see that the police 
would squash such activities. If 
they can bring out the riot 
squad for this, why can’t they 
do the same to curb illegal acti- 
vities like drugs in the city.” 

A video tape viewed by mem- 
bers of The Associated News- 
papers staff, however, showed 
evidence the fights were staged 
with little regard to the safety 
and welfare of the boxers and 
that gambling was involved. 

The boxers, who appeared to 
be of high-school age, didn’t 
wear protective head gear or 
mouthpieces and, although 
temperatures were in the high 
80s, no water was made avail- 
able to them. 

In at least two incidents, box- 
ers were knocked down to the 
ground and sustained facial 
cuts, and no physician 
approached the fighter to pro- 
vide medical aid. 


The video showed crowds, 
estimated at between 150 to 200, 
pressing against a roped-off 
area, which served as the ring. 
The “ring” was set up in an 
area of the park obscured by 
the trees and is not visible to 
motorists on the much- 
traveled Beech Daly Road 

However, scores of cars were 
parked on Penn, and carloads 
of fans continued to flock into 
the park as if they had prior 
knowledge fights were being 
staged. 

Several prominent indi- 
viduals could be identified in 
the crowd pictured on the video 
tape and money could be seen 
changing hands on several 
occasions. 

There was an “official” in 
the ring with a stop watch w ho 
kept track of the time in each 
round. 

The crowd, according to the 
individual providing the tape, 
was divided between Inkster 
and Dearborn Heights resi- 
dents and the wrestling match- 
es pitted residents of one city 
against the other city, he said. 

Boxing is highly regulated by 
the state. To be legal, matches 
must be sanctioned by the state 
boxing commission, a doctor 
must be present, a trained re- 
feree must be present and 
proper protective gear must be 
provided to the fighters. 

On Thursday, police took up 
strategic points in the park and 
roamed the area. There were 
no confrontations. Although 
there were several verbal ex- 
changes between the police and 
the crowd, no physical contact 
was made. 

Organizers of the boxing 
matches vowed Thursday to 
carry their fight to the City 
Council chambers. 

Byrd on Monday said he 
would not appear before 
council. 

“We feel that it is better at 
this time to seek other means of 
bringing boxing to the city,” he 
said.

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Car thieves cannot hide 


Car thieves will not have any- 
place to hide beginning in Au- 
gust when Detroit law- 
enforcement agencies begin 
using the Teletrac Stolen Vehi- 
cle Locator Service. 

The locator service was de- 
veloped during a seven-year 
period by Los Angeles-based 
Teletrac. It is designed as a 24- 
hour-a-day service that auto- 
matically reports a car theft 
the minute it occurs. The in- 
stant a car protected with the 
service is stolen, officers at the 
Teletrac Control Center will 
know its precise location and 
the direction it is travelling, 
according to the developers of 
the product. 

Police officers can track the 
vehicle on a computer screen in 
their patrol car and prepare to 
intercept the thief. 


“We believe Stolen Vehicle 
Locator Service will revolutio- 
nize the vehicle theft recovery 
industry because of its ability 
to instantly notify police the 
moment a car is stolen, “ said 
Allen Hunt Jr., vice president 
and general manager of Tele- 
trac. 

Police in area communities 
have employed several 
methods in recent years to curb 
car theft. The Wayne County 
Auto Theft Task Force has put 
a major dent in stolen car 
rings, according to officials, as 
have on-board computers 
which allow police officers to 
run license plate checks with- 
out going through the dis- 
patcher. 

Police officials also recom- 
mend car owners take their 


own action by installing car 
alarms, leaving doors locked 
and using a steering wheel lock 

system. 

Hunt said the Teletrac sys- 
tem will add to these existing 
systems and will prove to be a 
substitute in communities 
without some sort of preven- 
tion system. 

The Teletrac system oper- 
ates on a powerful radioloca- 
tion network, using the same 
technology that the U S. milit- 
ary uses in the transmission of 
sensitive information. 

The system is transparent to 
the subscriber and the car 
thief. 

Teletrac also offers an 
emergency alert service for 
motorists needing roadside 
assistance.
